A report of A. B. Egolf, John L 


Bortz and D. W. Prosser, appointed 
a special committee by Hon. John M 
Reynolds, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Public Safety Com- 
mittee of Bedford County to ascer- 
tain the needs of the farmers of the 
county relative to farm labor, also 
what increased acreage, if any, was 
being cultivated and whether there 
was a sufficient supply of seeds in 
the county, was submitted to the 
Public Safety Committee at its meet- 
ing on Saturday, May 5, 1917. This 
report which covers districts compris- 
ing about one-half of the county 
shows that a great deal of time and 
care was put into the work by those 
who made the report. 
It appears 


from this report that farm help is 
sufficient to supply the demands. La- 
borers do not seem to be plentiful

Will Pay Big Returns—Crops 


to Select. 


(By M. P MILLER, Missouri College of 
Agriculture.) 


The evils of the single-crop system 


are suggested by figures secured by 
the Missouri agricultural experiment 
station. After seventeen years of con- 
tinuous cropping to corn less than 12 
t>ush<?ls an acre were secured as coin- 
pared with about fifty bushels on 
ground that had been planted to corn, 
wheat and clover In rotation; and 
about fifty-four bushels on a rotation 
Df corn, oats; wheat, clover and two 
fears of timothy. 


A little time spent in carefully plan- 


ning rotations before beginning the 
spring work will pay bigger returns 
than the same amount of time spent 
'n the field. 


A good crop rotation should include 


(1) a cultivated crop, such as corn; 
(2) a humus and nitrogen-adding crop 
such as clover, cowpeas, or soy beans, 
particularly if they are turned under, 
and usually (3) a small grain or grass 
crop. 


Some of these crops have roots only 


near the surface and others draw their 
food from greater depths, so that 
crops in rotation do not wear out the 
land as rapidly as a single crop plant- 
ed year after year, but no rotation can 
build up the solid fertility, or even 
avoid wearing out the soil, unless the 
products are fed on the farm and the 
manure returned 
to the fields, or 


legumes like clover, cowpeas or soy 
beans are grown and perhaps turned 
under to keep the nitrogen and or- 
ganic matter in the soil. In some cases 
it may be necessary to apply phos- 
phates, potash or lime. 


Non-competing 
crops 
should 
be 


chosen instead of crops that will com- 
pete with one another for the farmer's 
time so far as possible. For example, 
the first cutting of alfalfa may de- 
mand attention at the same time corn 
should be plowed, while timothy and 
clover, coming on later, will make less 
competition. 
The additional yield of 


alfalfa may more than overbalance 
this difficulty, and- many such consid- 
erations must be balanced against one 
another.

The fig tree is as greatly interesting 
as it is useful. It is of two great 
species, the one yields Its fruit in 
Winter and Spring, the other in Sum- 
mer and Autumn, so that fresh figs 
can be had practically all the year 
around. The Summer fig has several 
varieties: white, red, black, yellow 
and green.

face? Do you get the idea of etern- 
ity from the stars? 
God is great! 


Come out of your dungeon and ad- 
mire His creation, and enjoy the na- 
tural blessings of life! 
Enjoy "the 


peace of the silent hills," in the word 
of Van Dyke^'the comfort of the 
grass." Soothe your soul with "the 
music of the birds, and the mur- 
mur" of running water. Watch the 
ant and the bee, and learn the lesson 
of diligence and wisdom.

LESSON TEXT—John 15:1-13. 
GOLDEN TEXT—I am the vine, ye are 
iie branches.—John 15.5. 


This lesson chronologically follows 


that of last Sunday. Christ had risen 
with his disciples from the supper ta- 
ble (14:31), and the remainder of his 
discourse may have occurred in an up- 
per room, or in the courtyard of the 
House before they left the city, or on 
the way to the garden of Getnsemane. 


I. THE ABIDING LIFE (vv. 1.4). 


Under the figure of the vine Jesus 
teaches spiritual truth by natural 
analogy. 
The vine is composed of 


roots, stem, branches, tendrils, and 
fruit. There is no separate life: the 
branches are, one with the vine. Christ 
is the head o? that body which is the 
church to its least member. The life 
lived by the Christian is Christ's life 
humanized, the purpose of which is 
fruit bearing. Discipline is in order 
tosfrultfulness. 
"He (My Father, the 


vine-dresser) cuts away any branch on 
me which is not bearing fruit, and 
cleans every branch which does bear 
fruit, to make it bear richer fruit" 
(Moffat's -translation). Paul tells us 
that "no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous but grievous: 
nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby." 
The Word is the cleansing agent (IT: 
17). 
Verse four suggests a double 


abiding—we in him, and he in us— 
the branch depending upon the vine 
for life, and the vine depending upon 
the branch for fruit. Jesus had just 
been talking about his approaching 
death, and his disciples were full of 
anxiety. He tells them not to be trou- 
bled, and by this figure assures them, 
that, though he would leave them, he 
would still be joined to them. Al- 
though they had been made clean, 
they are taught that the only way to 
keep clean is by "abiding," which is 
to be continued through the eternal 
spirit after his decease and ascent to 
the Father. "It is given to us to hold 
fellowship with both the root that 
twines itself about the cross and the 
tendrils which stretch 
upward to 


glory."—A. J. Gordon. So long as we 
think of ourselves, and not of Christ, 
as the source of power, we shall miss 
the secret of fruitfulness. 


II. The 
Fruitful 
Life (w. 5-8). 


If we abide in him we \s ill bring forth 
much fruit. 
Note the progression: 


"fruit," "more fruit," "much fruit." If 
the branch does not bear fruit it is fit 
only for fuel (Isa. 27:11). "If ye abide 
In me, and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you" (v. 7). Our first fruit 
is to glorify God (v. 8). The vine does 
not consume the fruit which it^ pro- 
duces, though it does exist for Its pro- 
duction, thus glorifying God through 
its fruit-bearing function. 
The_Bible 


uses many figures to illustrate the in- 
timate relationship between root and 
fruit. 
"Without me," emphasizes 


Christ, "ye can do nothing." 
The 


"word" of verse three is equivalent to 
the word "I" of verse four. "Now ye 
are clean through the word which I 
have spoken unto you" (v. 3). Our 
fruit bearing is for God's glory be- 
cause it is an expression of his grace 
and power, and It is made possible 
through our identification with his 
flear son. Our fruitfulness attests our 
Christian character. We have not yet 
attained perfection in our conduct, but 
we are making progress.

Abolishing Gears in Motor Cars by 


Using the Power of a Magnet 
Drivers of motor cars are still un- 


decided as to whether the new "mag- 
netic transmission" is preferable to 
the old gear mechanism. In an ar- 
ticle in the Illustrated World (Chica- 
go) Walter Lee asserts that when 
there is any trouble it is because the 
driver has not taken the pains to 
learn how to manage the new form of 
transmission.

"The engine revolves the field and 


the field, becoming a magnet on ac- 
count of the revolution, then revolv- 
es the armature which is connected 
rigidly to the drive shaft of the car.

through the electric 


controller is quite simple to any one 
who understands an electric circuit, 
as it is nothing more nor less than a 
cutting out of more or less resistan- 
ce in the field.

EGGS AND MARKET CHICKENS 


Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes and 


Rhode Island Reds Ar£ Most Pop- 


ular American Breeds. 


American markets prefer fowls that 


are medium size, that have short, 
plump bodies and yellow flesh and 
legs. The breeds that carry these re- 
quirements are the Wyandottes, Ply- 
mouth Rocks and Rhode Island Reds, 
says a writer in Indiana Farmer. One 
who wishes to combine the selling of 
eggs and market poultry will make no 
mistake if he chooses one of these 
breeds. 


The smaller breeds of fowls—those 


of the Leghorn class—are not as de- 
sirable as a market fowl, for the rea- 
sons that they have small bodies and 
So not fatten readily. Some markets 
discriminate against Leghorns, quite 
often the prices offered being four or

five cents under the figures given for 
the larger fowls. On the other hand, 
If one expects to obtain the greatest 
possible income from eggs, it certain- 
ly would be advisable for him to 
handle the smaller fowls. As a class, 
Leghorns lay better than the largei 
fowls and consume less feed. A Leg- 
horn pullet will reach laying maturity 
a month earlier than will pullets of 
the larger breeds. 


The larger breeds, such as Lang- 


shans and Cochins, are not raised ex- 
tensively for the reason that they are 
considered poor layers. In some sec- 
tions of the country, where large 
roasting chickens and capons are in 
demand, they are profitably grown. 


EGGS ARE MOST PROFITABLE 


Should Be Important Source of In. 


come From Farm Flock—Sell 


Broilers During Spring. 


Eggs for market should be the most 


important source of income from the 
farm flock, according to M. C. Kilpat- 
rick of the Ohio college of agriculture. 
There is a steadily increasing demand 
for fresh eggs of good quality at profit- 
able prices. In addition eggs are pro- 
duced with less labor than other poul- 
try products and are more economical- 
ly marketed. 


Poultry for market should be the 


second source of income. Under pres- 
ent conditions the larger part of the 
poultry meat produced on most farms 
is a by-product produced and sold with 
little regard to the cost of production. 
The poultryman should plan his work 
so that while producing eggs for mar- 
ket he may obtain considerable rev- 
enue from the sale of broilers during 
early spring.
